1. Claims 1,11,18,19 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in 
the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use 
the invention. Regarding claim 1, the terms "foreign network", "network setting", 
"intercepting packets transmitted from the user and the network" are lacking support in 
the written description. Regarding claim 1 1 , the step of intercepting data, modifying the 
data and transmitting the modified data and the terms "private IP" and "incompatible 
private IP" are lacking support in the written description. Regarding claim 18, the step of 
intercepting packets, transmitting a DHCP request, modifying the packets and 
transmitting modified packets and the terms "static IP address" and "available network 
IP address" are lacking support in the written description. Regarding claim 19,20, the 
step of automatically determine network setting, intercepting user device messages, 
modifying incorrectly configured messages and the terms "foreign network", "incorrectly 
configured messages" are lacking support in the written description. 

2. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1 , it is not clear what is meant by the term "foreign network", 
"network setting", "intercepting packets transmitted from the user and the network". 
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Regarding claim 11, It is not clear what is meant by the terms "private IP" and 
"incompatible private IP". 

Regarding claim 18, it is not clear what is meant by the terms "static IP address" 
and "available network IP address". 

Regarding claims 19,20, it is not clear what is meant by the terms "foreign 
network" and "incorrectly configured messages".
